X THE early VCh-.at one of tie Mex- 
"ican port»" of ertry on the 
Kio 


jrar*'e. there lived a nutnl*r of Amer- 
icas* largely interested ia putting for- 
ward American railroad enterprises 
that wtre intended ultimately to ccc- 
rect the capital of the Mexican repub- 
lic with thecitieiof the I'nittd States. 
I'or the fir*t time ia it* li:»tory the 
Mexican custom house kcati-d there 
for the purpose of levv ir.:: ard collect- 
in1* a tariff for revenue only found it- 
»cff with scrr.ething important to do. 
Net ccly was the liuj-ir.es* created by 
raf'.coacl" construction considerable, but 
all thei-e Americans were purchasing 
en :he American side of the river Ihe 
commodities requisite for their exist- 
ence, acd. unless evading the vigilance 
of the custom house officials alto-eth- 
er, provldirg an occasional opportuni- 
ty to increase the receipts, of the col- 
lector of the port to an extent out of 
all proportion to the original cost ol 
Ihe articles in question. Whether the 
amounts thus paid into the
